The 
closing of the institution is forced 
by the fact that work on the con¬ 
struction of the new Ksqutmalt 
dry dock will encroach upon the 
Hospital Grounds. It will be Im¬ 
possible. of course, for the hos¬ 
pital officials to continue the 
operation of the hospital when 
blasting and construction work Is 
proceeding on the grounds. This 
fact Is stated to be the Govern¬ 
ment's only reason for closing the 
Institution.

Government in a few days. In 
other words Mr. Lloyd George 
has been able to wear down the 
very definite objections held by 
several members of hjs Cabinet 
towards a course of this sort. It 
must be taken to mean also that 
he has won hit point in the face 
of hostility in finaAcia! circles in 
London and the grudging atti¬ 
tude of French diplomats. 
Nevertheless there was nothing 
to be gained by refusing com¬ 
mercial intercourse on the 
ground that the word of Moscow 
could not be depended upon, j 
Recognition of the Soviet does 
not signify approval. And until, 
the Russian people agree to re¬ 
place what must now be ac¬ 
costed as its governing institu¬ 
tion with something more iu 
keeping with Western democracy 
the rest of Europe could do 
much worse than assist in restor¬ 
ing business relationships. It is 
obvious that peace cannot come 
to Russia as long as she feels 
that the rest of the world re¬ 
gards her as an outcast among 
the nations. And in spite of the 
fact that her Soviet regime has 
earned for her the disapproval 
of every decent state, a reaump-, 
tlon of trade will put Moscow on 
trial and demonstrate to the 
world in general just how much 
faith may be placed iu Bolshevik 
undertakings.

As In h|* previous address 
he went Into the^arlou* details of 
the alleged short-comings of the Gov- j 
eminent. The resources of the coun-’ 
try were great and all it wanted was 
capital and population to make Brit¬ 
ish Columbia one of the finest places 
In the world to live In. 

Councillor Brooks was chairman of 
the meeting and he aald that the need 
of roads and their upkeep was very 
great but that the Government had 
done little to assist.

COCHRANE WANTED BOUT 
IN ENGLAND BUT LOST 


The other day e man living near 
London sent up a small toy balloon 
filled with coni-gas end attached a 
note, asking whoever found it to 
let him know. 

A few days later he got a letter 
from a Belgian who had picked It 
up near Antwerp. 

Balloons of this type are constant¬ 
ly being used by.scientific men for 
the purpose of sounding the upper 
atmosphere and finding 6ut what Is 
happening miles above the earth's 
surface. From the facta so obtained 
they are able to do a good deal to¬ 
wards accurate forecasting of the 
weather. 

The little balloons used ere made 
of rubber and are only from l ft. to 
2ft. In diameter. They are filled with 
hydrogen ga*. Each carries up a 
self-registering thermometer, a self- 
registering barometer, and another 
Instrument for measuring the amount 
of moisture In the air. 

These Instruments are so beautiful¬ 
ly made that—altogether they weigh 
but !1|oa 

The balloons have been known to 
reach a height of ten miles, or more 
than ftd.000 feet, before bursting. In¬ 
struments. of any sort would, of course 
be smashed to atoms by such a fall; 
but clever arrangement* forestall 
such a disaster. When the balloon 
bursts there opens out a little crim¬ 
son illk parachute, and the ther¬ 
mometer and the rest come wafting 
down softly out of the regio ns of 
utter stillness and everlasting frost,

Museum of Natural His¬ 
tory Party to Devote Five 
Years to Ape-Man Hunt . 


New York. Nov. 18 —Search for the 
missing link between the ape and 
man will be the object of an cxpedl- 
I tlon to be sent into Asia by the Mu¬ 
seum of Natural History, the Ameri¬ 
can Asiatic Association and Asia 
Magaslne. A fund of 9259.999 has 
been provided by the promoters 
and by subscriptions of Mrs. Willard 
Htralght, J. P. Morgan, George F. 
Baker, Childs Flick. W. A. Harriman 
and Mrs. and Mrs. Charles L. Bern- 
hclmer. 

Roy Chapman Andrews, associate 
curator of mammals in the museum, 
will be In charge of scientists who 
will search remote regions of A Isa for 
five years. Leaving hers about Feb. 
1. tho expedition will proceed to 
Peking, which will be headquarters. 

The first year will be given to 
studies in paleontology and zoology 
in China; in the second yesr a field 
staff, with a geologist will 'be sent 
into Mongolia, and in the third, fourth 
and fifth years archaeologists, an¬ 
thropologists, zoologists and paleon¬ 
tologists will be occupied In various 
field* 

It Is hoped the expedition will bring 
beck the greatest natural history col¬ 
lection in the world, making New 
York the centre of Asiatic scientific 
activity. 

| “The subject (of the missing link) 
makes universal appeal to the Imagi¬ 
nation,” the museum’s announcement 
aay*. “Causes that led men to evo¬ 
lution from the ape. what primitive 
man looked like and how he lived 
have lad to much theory, but very lit¬ 
tle fact. When In 1891 Eugene Du¬ 
bois a Dutch'surgeon, while excavat¬ 
ing for foasils in Central Java, dis¬ 
covered part of a skull, two molar 
teeth and a thigh bone, he unearthed 
one of the most perplexing conun¬ 
drums in the study of human an¬ 
cestry. 

“If.the remains were those of an 
extremely early type of prehuman, 
manlike animal. Xhls ape-man must 
have lived approximately 500.000 
year* ago. This momentous dis¬ 
covery hns been supplemented by 
that of other Indisputably human re¬ 
mains. of which the most ancient 
found In Southern Germany. Is the 
jaw of the so-called Heidelberg man, 
which may be 250,900 years old. 

’’Leading scientists believe Asia 
was the early home of the human 
race and that whatever light* may be 
thrown upon the origin of man will 
come from tha great Central Aslan 
Plateau.”

Th Postoffice Deportment haa un¬ 
covered many stock swindles through 
Its supervision of the malls, but this 
has been circumvented to a degree in 
some of the larger cities by promoters 
of questionable enterprises who go 
from house to house and deposit their 
literature In mall boxes of Individual 
tenants. 

This class of .literature usually con¬ 
tains glowing descriptions of an oil 
property or of a silver mine not men¬ 
tioned by ths recognised financial 
manuals. The oil prospectuses In¬ 
variably refer to the millions made 
from petroleum by the Rockefellers 
and then go on to relate ths wonder¬ 
ful prospects of the property In ques¬ 
tion. The promoters are always 
described aa men who wiah to let ths 
public In on their expected realisa¬ 
tion of great wealth. 

Blue-sky laws have been enacted 
In thirty-eight states, but unworthy 
promoters continue to ply their trade. 
Typical examples were furnished dur¬ 
ing the big oil boom last year, when 
the public Indulged Itself In a frensy 
of speculation In wildcat oil shares.
